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wife a confiderable time pafied before the perfons, 
■who had eaten of this root, though they had taken 
enough of it to deftroy them, perceived themfelves 
difordered by it. 

I am obliged for this communication to Richard 
Warner, Efq; of Woodford, a gentleman of great 
merit, whofe zeal for the promotion of ufeful know- 
lege I have many times experienced. 

The expediency of laying before you obfervations 
of this fort, which may tend, by making people 
careful of what they take, to the faving the lives of 
many, makes no apology necefiary for fo doing. I 
am, with all pbffible regard.

of whofe fhell doth fome what refemble a fhort ob- 
tufe-angled cone, having no hole on the top.
